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THE PHYLLOXERA PEST. 


Damage Done by its Ravages to the 
Vineyards of France. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., October 24.—The 
United States Consul at Rochelle, France, 
says that in a few vears vines in that district 
must be cginpletely destroyed, all devices for 
arresting the progress of the phylloxera pest 
having failed. The only remedy 
left is to import vines from 
America, which are proof against phylloxera. 
‘There must, however, be a great falling off 
in the wine production during the few years 
to come. The exports of brandy from 
La Rochelle last year to the United States 
were valued at nearly $1.000,000. Arrange- 
ments are making for large importations of 
grain from the United States. The planting 
of wheat in ravaged vineyards has not been 
found profitable.

THE STATE BANK SQUABBLE. 


Triangular Fight Between Comptroller 
Knox, U. S. Attorney Bliss and 
Receiver Johnston. 


— 


A Caustic and Vigorous Letter of the Receiver 
to Washington, 


In Which Mr. Bliss is Rougbly Handled 
—Senator Henderson’s Reply to 
the District Attorney. 


The history of the National Bank of the State 
of Missouri has been acontinual story of the 
shifting of responsibility since the bank cases 
first appeared in the court. Judge Treat would 
not try the suit, Judge Dillon evaded the case, 
Judge Krekel did the same, and Judge Miller 
has delayed and procrastinated inthe matter, 
although he bas promised to prestige over the 
cause in the coming winter. 

The action of the vudges has been imitated by 
the inferior officers. The litigation has been 
generally regarded us rather i 
dangerous shoal which it was well.to steer 
clear of. 

The literature of the case bas heen constant- 
ly growing, and two important contributions 
are made toit in the present week—che first, a 
letter from Mr. Blissto the Attorney-General 
in Washington, and the second, the tollowing 
epistie from Mr. Waiter S. Johnson to the 
Comptroller of the Currency : 

ST. LouIs, October 20, 1879. 

Sirn:—I am in receipt of the copy of n certain 
Jetter datea October lithinst., irom Mr. Wm. 
II. Bliss, United States Attorucy here, to tne 
Atterney-Gecneral, mailed to ne by you on tne 
lsth inst. asinelosure of yours of tuat date 
asking for areply thereto. 

This letter of Mr. Bliss isa very surprising er 
hibition of a very poor, very unworthy, but very 
evident maiice. I cannot coacetve, nordo I believe, 
that it was written or sent Jor any legitimate pur- 
pose touching the due progress of proceeding in 
rr ference to the 0 enses all ged against 
some of the former directory of this Bank. 
1 ecunpnot unederstend why thes+ Cases can not 
be proceeded with, tred and coneludei with 
the dignity due to their gravity without so 
much preliminary neat and Kuster, inspira- 
tions.to newspapers and letter-writing to the 
Attorney-General full of ullegations and imsin- 
uutions wholly and gratuitously false in all 
their lengtb and breadth. 

‘Taking up, seriatim, the statements of this 
letter, jet us see how plain a tale will answer 
them. 

1. Mr. Bliss says he cid not know anything 
about the causes, ‘‘particular causes,“ whica 
led tothe luilure of this bank until December, 
1878. 

his enk tailed June 19, 1877. Being a 
very lurpe corporation, very old and famous; in 
thissection, its suspension Caused a notoiious 
sensation. In almost every connty in the 
state crecivors or slare-ho.iders 
resided. The city and country press, and every 
intelligent mouth were full Of wilegutions of all 
sors of mrs management as Causes Of its fail- 
ule.

The U. S. Secret Service Capture a 
Gang of Notorious Counterfeiters. 


Interview With Biebusch, the Ro- 
niacker King, in Jail. 


Details of the Arrests—The Prisoners 
Before the U. S. Commissioner. 


The fuits of several months, quiet work by 
P. D. Tyrrell, Chief Operator for the Western 
Department of the United States Secret Service 
Bureau, resulted, Wednesday night and Thurs- 
day morning, in the arrest of a gang of coun- 
terfeiters, comprising Fred Biebusch, ‘‘Prince 
ot his Profession,“ A. J. Thomas 
and his wile Annie Thomas, 
Jack Sullivan, colored, Reinhard Bosse, Henry 
Woods and William Whalen. Thecapture was 
one of the prettiest on record and was effected 
without bloedshed or loss of lite. It was plar- 
ned with due precision, worked up link by 
link in no great haste, and when all was in 
readiness the trap was sprung and a 
clean sweep was the result. It had been 
known for quite a period that 

4 GANG OF CONEY MEN 
were working quietly in Or avout Ss . Louis, 
although but little of the queer was pu in cir- 
culation here, ail being shipped away to a dis 
tance, either to Eastern or Western agencies, 
and put on the market by experienced 
dealers, It was inet with almost 
everywhere, and the Secret Service 
Bureau put its emissariesto work. Chief Op- 
erator ‘lyrrell transferred his headquarters 
from Chicago to this city, and set about ferret- 
ing out the case systematically. ile held aloof 
trom the Police Department, and mude no 
contidants outside et the United States Mar- 
shuls, upon whom ne re‘ied for 
assistance when the time came, Fred 
Biebusch, the King ef the honiackers,’’ 
wes iesiding presumably quiet in the western 
portion of the city since his return from the 
penitentiary.

Interview With Biebusch. — 

A POST-DISPATCH reporter paid a visit to 
Fred Biebuschin the eo ity jail at noon to-day. 
He was found the same cool, self-possessed man 
that has figured so conspicuously in a }.aif hun- 
dred cases of like nature, and declered us po- 
litely as could be conceived of that ho had nog 


touched * counterfeit coin or note 
to bis knowledge for years and nad been en- 
gegedin no fraudulent speculations since com- 
ing out of the Penitentiary. We is an 
old man about sixty years of age, iron 
gray heir and Whiskers, and, leaning on the 
grating ef bis cell-door, suid ina deliberase 
mMunner, as if weighing well the import ofevery 
word: 

it is curious to me why they cannot 
let an old man live in peace without hounding 
him forever. There never was a truer adage 
than that of ivo a dog a ond 
nume and he will always retain 
it. 
I thought that out at my new home I couid live 
in quiet.” When the officers came they 
were unknown to me, and | wene 
forward to greet them cordially when I was 
arrested. They were all strangers to me, and. 
lcould tellthem nothing. I was brought 
down here and locked up, and know notuing 
further of the matter. 

Are you acquainted with Thomas and his

Review of the Yellow Fever 
Epidemic in Memphis.

Over Fifteen Hundred Cases and Five 
Hundred Deaths. 


— ——— — 


Gen. Hood and His Family Prominent 
Victims of the Scourge— Scenes 
in an III-Fated City. 


The first case of fever at Memphis was dis- 
eovered July 9, when Frank Mulbraadon. an 
Irishman, forty-seven years of age and a 
shoemaker by trade, was reported as having 
died of the disease. A post-mortem examin- 
ation was held by six of the leading phy- 
sicians, who declared it a sporadic case. This 
had the effect of quieting the excitement then 
prevailing, but in a day or two 
after the members of Judge Ruay’s 
family were prostrated, and u panic 
ensued, and trains leaving the city were 
crowded witk ficeing refugees. During the 
first week of the fever the excitement was in- 
tense, and thecity had become almost de- 
populated. On the 13th Judge Ray yielded to 
the mighty power of the plague, and before 
the breath had left his body his grave was 
prepared in Elmwood Cemetery, and in a few 
minutes after his death, which occurred inthe 
evening. in the silent hour of the night. he 
was hurried to his last resting place. Other 
members of his family followed the same 
course shortly afterward and receive 1 the 
same rude burial. 

The demon of destruction appeared to be 
taking a rest during the second week, and 
quarantine restrictions against Memphis were 
raised at New Orleansand several other cities.

He was a worthy Christian, well known for 
many years at Memphis asa laborer in the 
cause of education. He was a brother of ex- 
Lieutenant-General A. P. Stewart, now at 
the University at Oxford, Miss.

Her friend, 
one Myron D. Dean, thinking only of him- 
self, basely deserted ber, leaving her, as it 
has proven, to die, not unattended, Lor when 
she sickened of the fever her case was called 
to the notice of the Howards, and 
ceived every care that was in their power to 
bestow. Her illness was but of short dura- 
tion. Stricken Sunday morning, she died on 
Tuesday afternoon at5o’clock; While be-

The strnggle of women to free themselves 
from the social fetters which have for centur- 
ies proved an obstacle—in most cases an in- 
superable one—to their pursuit of knowledge, 
has of late been chiefly centered on the pro- 
fession of medicine. The reason for this is 
not to be sought in any peculiar fitness of 
women to practice medicine, but must be at- 
tributed to the fact that in this direction 
their cause has found support in 
certain sentiments common to all civilized 
communities. The delicacy which led Queen 
Charlotte to employ a midwife while Dr. 
Hunter waited in the adjoming room among 
the ladies of the bed-chamber, and induced 
the Duchess of Kent to be delivered of Queen 
Victoria by the hands of Madame Siebold, 
has been steadily gaming in strength every- 
where. There is, however, nothing very 
novel in the idea of woman's fitness to prac- 
tice medicine, in some of its branches at 


least. 

The earliest records of the world’s history 
bear testimony to occasional instances of the 
successful practice of medicine by women. 
Mythology corroborates the current belief in 
woman’s capacity for this career by ascribing 
to the Egyptian Isis the duty of watching over 
the health of the human species, and the dis- 
covery of several drugs. Among the 
Romans, Juno Lueina presided over 
childbirth and hastened delivery. Hy- 
geia, the daughter of Esculapius, and Ocy- 
roe, the daughter of Chiron, were learned in 
medicine. Esculapius is portrayed as fol- 
lowed by a multitude of both sexes who dis- 
pensed his benefits. As early as the elev- 
enth century before Christ there existed in 
Egypt a college of physicians who seem to 
have been of the sacerdotal caste. and were 
certainly of both sexes. The ‘‘Iliad’” and 
Odyssey“ both refer to women skilled iu 
the science of medicine; among the Greeks. 
Olympias of Thebes, Aspasia, and Agnodice 
were pre-eminent for their ability and medi- 
cal writings. The skill of Agnodice is said to 
have been such as to have brought about the 
legal opening of the medical profession to all 
free-bern women ofthe State. VPheznaretc, 
the mother of Socrates, was a midwife. 

Between the eleventh and thirteenth cen- 
turies, several women acquired wide-spread 
renown as teachers in the great school of 
Salerno. Inthe succeeding centuries many 
female physicians held professional chairs in 
the universities of Italy, especiallv that of 
Bologna. In this university, about the mid- 
dle of the eightcenth century, “there was an 
Anna Morandi Mazzolini, whose husband 
held the chair of anatomy. It happened 
that he fell ill, and she, being a loy- 
ing wife, sought to supply to him the place of 
his enfeebled powers. So she became an ana- 
tomist, and presently delivered his lectures 
forbim from behind acurtain. She became 
famous, and was offered a chair at Milan, 
which, however, she refused, and remained 
at Bologna till her death, in 1774. Her ana- 
tomical models in wax are the pride of the 
Avatomical Museum at Bologna. 

During the next half century several other 
women followed in her footsteps, of whom the 
most distinguished was Maria della Donne, 
who received her degree at Bologna in 1806, 
and was afterward appointed by Napoleon 
Bonaparte to the chair of midwifery in that 
university. 

Inthe other continental countries of Eu- 
rope a like success in medicine has been 
from time totime achieved by women. We 
are told of Frau Dorothea Christiania Erx- 
leben, who, after receiving the medical de- 
gree on June 12, 1754, upon proper exam- 
ination, subsequentiy practiced in the smail 
city of Quedlinburg, and was wife of the 
deacon of the St. Nicholas Church. In the 


| history of her life she wrote that marriage 


Was ho obstacle toa woman’s studies, but 
tnat their pursuit was far pleasanter inthe 
companionship of an intelligent husband.“ 
Early inthis centurv Frau von Siebold and 
ber daughter, Frau von Heidenreich, 
obtained medical degrees at Giessen and 
rose to great distinction. The latter died as 
late as 185%. 

In France the names of Mesdames veuves 
Lachapelle (1759-1821) and Boivin (1733-1841) 
stand pre-eminent in the annals of French 
medicine. Both held successively the position 
of **sage-femme en chef de la Maternite de 
Paris, and rivaled in repute the most re- 
nowned accoucheurs of their age. 
Madame Lachapelle left a complete Memoir 
de l' art de l'accouche ment.“ Madame Boivin 
wrote many memoirs, and a Traite des 
maladies de uterus et de ses annexes,’’ in 
1833. Neither of the women confined thein- 
selves to the practice of midwifery. 

In England, although afew mid-wives have 
acquired transient reputations for proficiency 
in that branch of. medicine, and two—Mrs. 
Sarah Hastings and Mrs. Freneh—even se- 
cured mention in the Philosophical Transac- 
tions for 1694, none have made any 
notable contribution to the science of medi- 
eine. Wise women’’ have been numerous, 


| and are Still to be found in the rural districts 
and in certain parts of London. 


The most 
famed of these was Joanna Stephens, who, 
about the middle of the last century, was so 
successful in advertising a certain nostrum as 
to secure a purchase of the secret by Parlia- 
ment for the preposterous sum of five thou- 
sand pounds. 

In America, although a few women in for- 
mer generations earned and deserved reputa- 
tions as successful midwives, none have made 
any lasting impressions upon the science or 
practice of medicine. 

These few instances drawn from history are 
not mentioned as adding great weight to the 
present claim of women to be admitted to the 
medical profession. They do, however, tes- 
tify to the fact that in all ages there have been 
women who possessed qualities so pre-emi- 
nently fitted to render them successful prac- 
titioners of the, art, and even promoters of 
the science of medicine, that they have risen 
to be the peers of the most distinguished men 
of the time, in spite of their lack of early 
mental training and special medical educa- 
tion. , 

One of the arguments against the admission 
of women to the medical profession, upon 
which great stress is laid, may be properly 
considered bere. It has been pointed out that 
little, ifany, advance was made in the science 
and practice of midwifery during the many 
centuries in which that branch of medicine 
was almost exclusively in the hands of women. 

‘he fact can not be denied, 
but the inference that women have 
thereby demonstrated their unfitness to culti- 
vate a branch of science so inexact and so 
progressive as medicine, does not necessarily 
follow. Felix qui potuit congoscere causes. 
Two circumstances have probably combifed 


women 
ever had their reasoning 
trained in  prelimirary schools, or 
the benefit of athorough education in all the 
branches of medicine, and but few of them 
had instruction in midwifery other than that 
derived from their own experience or from 
other equally ignorant practitioners: second- 
ly, the circumstance that obstetrics is the one 
branch of all others in which women, owing 
to their physical and mental character- 
istics, are least likely to succeed. Physi- 
cal strength, calm judgment andsteady nerves 
are the qualities most needed in one who 
would succeed in the practice of midwifery. 
With regard to these characteristics no one 
can question the superiority of man over wo- 
man. Education and training may, in a 
measure, medify the amount of this natural 
advantage, but it cannot be supposed that 
they will eradicate it. 

We may now take up the present agitation 
in favor of a „fair field and no favor’? for 
women in thé profession 62 medicine. It is 
quite natural that such a movement as this 
sbould first come to the surface in a country 
like America, where a general education is 
provided fer all classes of society, regardless 
of sex, color or caste. We, therefore, find 
that in this country the first effort was made 
by a woman to obtain à full medi- 
cal diploma. It will be well, 
however, to consider first the efforts which 
habe been made in England and on the Con- 
tinent to secure a medical education for wo- 
men. 

Asthe University of Zurich has attracted 
much attention by the large concourse 
of women who have sought to avail them- 
selves of the opportunity which it has of- 
fered for the study of medicine, it may be of 
interest to give adetailed history of events 
there. 

Previous to the year 1864 the Zurich 
University had, with two exceptions, been 
opened only to male students. Two la- 
dies of Zurich had received, by special 
act of government, the privilege of at- 
tending the lectures of the — fac- 
ulty; they were admitted, however, only as 
listeners (auditoren), and were not matricu- 
lated. 

In the autumn of 1864, Miss K., of Russia, 
made application at the rectorate for per- 
mission to attend the lectures, not only upon 
scientific subjects, but also those upon ana- 
tomy and microscopy; this was granted on 
condition that the instructors raised no ob- 
jections. Ittranspired, aftera while, that 
this young lady intended to pursue the whole 
regular course of medical studies. 

About Easter another Russian, Miss 5., 
who bad already made some progress in the 
study of medicine, arrived, and attended the 
lectures on the same footing as her fellow- 
countrywoman. As the presence of two 
ladies pursuing the regular course of 


studies somewhat altered the aspect of af- . 


falrs, the question whether they should be 
matriculated or altogether excluded was 
brought before the academic senate.

the law—in which the matriculation of female 
students was neither allowed nor forbidden— 
in favor of the applicant in question. As the 
young lady had now been matriculated, ad- 
mission to the examination for degree could 
not be refused her; so that after her acquire- 
ments had been subjected to a rigorous test in 
every braneh of medicme, she received the 
medical diploma. 

This success was not, as had been antici- 
pated, the signal for an influx of female stu- 
dents. In the following two ‘years only 
three English women, one Russian and one 
American, studied medicine in Zurich and 
came up for degrees, while one English 
woman and three Russians were matricu- 
lated, but left soon after. In the summer 
term ef 1868, the first female student, an 
English woman, was mairiealated by the 
philosophical faculty, but left at the end of the 
term. Inthe winter of 1869-70, six Russians 
appeared, of whom three departed without 
exumination. In the summer term of 1870, 
three Russians arrived, who alse left without 
degrees. In the winter term of 1870-71, the 


number of those newly niatrieulated rose to 


eleven, of whom five left witnout degree. In 
the summer term of 1871, a single female stu- 
dent was matriculated, whereas two left 
without, andene with the diploma.

Although the flooding of the Sabara seems 
at present chimerical, the French Govern- 
ment are contemplating a railway from Alge- 
ria towards the Soudan, and four other rail- 
roads to the interior are projected.

We reached at an altitude of about 2,500 feet 
a seemingly illimitable plain which opened 
to view one of the most magniticent 
prospects I ever beheld. Far as the 
eye could reach there extended 
a wide, grassy plain, broken here and there by 
rocks of fantastic shape,verdant hills, clusters 
of trees, streams on whese banks grew lofty 
trees, which formed bowers of foliage that 
equaled in hue and excelled in grace of form 
any similar production of Europe, and moun- 
tains that farand near lifted up their heads 
towards the pale azure of the sky, rising 
sometimes to the height of 10,000 fect. The 
climate was cool and refreshing; indeed, it 
was a land calculated to nourish the body, to 
gladden the heart and to content the mind.

Father O'Haire's Plan for Establishing 
an Irish Colony in Zululand, 

The name of Zululand has become so fa-

which in time will produce a fortune.
